Because  a  separate  annual  publication  of  freight  commodity  statistics  for  the  year  1940 
has  been  issued  in  full  detail  for  the  157  classes  of  commodities,  only  group  totals  of  commodi- 
ties carried,  are  shown  In  this  preliminary  abstract. 


The  depreclatvon  accrued  on  the  books  is  confined  chiefly  to  equipment 


The  introductory  statements  for  the  years  193*,  1935,  *n°-  1937  oalled  attention  to  the 
filing  of  system  reports  by  several  Class  I  steam  railways.  During  the  year  19*0,  there  was  no 
further  extension  of  this  method  of  filing  annual  reports. 

The  increase  In  the  investment  In  road  and  equipment  of  Class  1  operating  companies  was 
jljc  cog  lgc  An  increase  of  $182,113,261  is  shown  In  Summary  No.  1  as  being  the  net  expenditures 
for  additions  betterments,  and  extensions,  after  retirements  for  Class  I  operating  oompanlss. 
The  difference  between  these  sums  Is  largely  due  to  the  merging  of  the  properties  of  the  Gulf, 
Mobile  A  Northern  R.  R.  Co.  and  the  Mobile  A  Ohio  R.  R.  Co.  into  the  Gulf,  Mobile  A  Ohio  R.  R.  Co. 
and  the  properties  of  the  Mason  City  A  Fort  Dodge  R.  R.  Co.  and  the  Leavenworth  Terminal  Ry.  A 
Bridge  Co  into  the  Chloago  Great  Western  R.  R.  Co.  In  Summary  No.  1,  It  Is  shown  that  Class  I 
operating  railways  (excluding  lessors  and  switching  and  terminal  companies) .during  the  year  19 JO, 
made  expenditures  for  additions,  betterments,  and  extensions  amounting  to  $*18, 608,352,  and  they 
retired  property  to  the  extent  of  $236,4-95,091,  resulting  in  a  net  lnorease  of  $182,113,261  for 
the  year.  Their  aocrued  depreciation  increased  by  $81,4-99,910,  and  the  net  Investment  after  de- 
preciation of  the  Class  I  operating  companies  increased  $100,613,351  during  19*0.

In  Summaries  3  and  6,  the  assignment  of  revenues  to  freight  servloe  and  to  passenger  and 
allied  services  is  in  accordance  with  the  distributions  made  by  carriers  in  filling  out  the  sched- 
ule relating  to  revenues  In  the  annual  report  form.  There  is  no  special  order  giving  detailed  In- 
structions for  the  separation  of  revenues  by  olass  of  service.  But  this  Is  in  large  part  provided 
for  by  the  regular  aooountlng  classifications. 

In  Summaries  4  and  7,  the  division  of  expenses  between  freight  servloe  and  passenger  and 
allied  services  is  as  rsported  by  carriers  undsr  the  revised  rules  prescribed  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  effective  January  1,  1936. 

The  following  table  shows  for  Class  I  steam  railways,  excluding  swltohlng  and  terminal 
oompanles,  the  total  revenues,  expenses,  net  revenues  before  taxes  and  rents,  and  the  operating 
ratio,  for  the  freight  and  passenger  Bervlce  separately,  from  I925  to  1940,  and  also  the  net  rail- 
way operating  Income  for  the  years  1936  to  194o.  The  separation  of  net  railway  operating  Income  by 
services  was  not  rsqulred  before  1936. 

Small  amounts  of  revenues  and  expenses  reported  as  "not  related  to  either  freight  servloe 
or  passenger  and  allied  services",  for  years  prior  to  1936,  were  apportioned  between  the  two  serv- 
ices on  the  baBls  of  the  totalB  for  the  "assigned  and  apportioned"  revenues  and  expenses,  respec- 
tively. For  years  1936  to  1940,  such  amounts  have  been  left  undivided  to  the  extent  shown  In  the 
footnotes.
